For some time there have been ru- 


mors afloat concerning the transfer 
of this property and Mr. Frank 
P. 


Kennedy, vice president of the New- 
ark Trust company, said to the Advo- 
cate Friday afternoon that the sale 
had been consummated but that for 
the present nothing would be 
done 


with the property. 


It was the intention of the Trust 


company to remove the building and 
erect a six story structure on the lot 
but some of the tenants have leases 
that will not permit this action. Mr. 
Kennedy says that nothing will 
be 


done until a year from date and that 
at that time the building will either 
be remodeled or removed and a six 
story building erected in its place. It 
is altogether probable that an entire- 
ly new building will be erected. 


The Trust company which 
leased 


another room of the Doty House some 
time ago with the intention of en- 
larging its offices has decided to re- 
main in its present quarters and will 
rent the room formerly used for the 
Doty house office. 


RUSSIANS IN BAD 
WAY. 


St. Petersburg, March 24—The situ- 


ation in 
Manchuria is 
once 
more 


threatening and it is probable that 
news ot another battle will be receiv- 
ed within a very lew days. It is to- 
day reported that the Czar has direct- 
ed General L.inievitch .to make a stand 
at the Zungan river and fight there to 
the last. As the Japanese are known 
to be close^ on the heels of the Rus- 
sians, this jjrobajbly means the armies 
will soon be joined in battle. The rea- 
son advanced lor the Czar's order is 
that even if the Russians succeed in 
getting to Harbin in safety, the army 
will not be m position to offer effective 
resistance at that point While the de- 
fense might be strong enough to resist 
immediate Japanese attack Limeviteh 
would be under the necessity of pro- 
viding strong guards to prevent the 
cutting ot the railroad. Any lengthy 
stay at Harbin is regarded 
as being 


out ot the question under the circum- 
stances. Further retirement into Si- 
beria would be needed. The postions 
along the Sungari river offers excel- 
lent advantages lor making 
a stand 


for the Russians. 


A telegram today received from Gut- 


zuling declares that unless 200,000 rein- 
forcements arrive soon, the army must 
retreat to the Sungari river and per- 
haps retire . out ot Manchuria. To 
have the Russian army driven entire- 
ly out of Manchria would be a serious 
blow to the Russians. 
It would leave 


Russia with only the Vladivostok gar- 
rison in Manchuria and it would entire- 
ly cut off communication with the out- 
side world. That little real hope is 
held for victory is shown by the prep- 
arations being made to stand a siege 
at Vladivostok. 
Provisions for two 


years are being hurried there as rapr 
idly as possible.

eration. In view of this, the dis- 
patch alluded;; to suggests the advis- 
ability of immediately providing Vladi- 
vostok with .war munitions and sup- 
plies for a two years' siege. The cor- 
respondent estimates the number of 
reinforcement^ needed to give General 
Linevitch th4 requisite superiority in 
force at 200,000. That such a dispatch 
should have been permitted to pass the 
censor at the front is significant; and 
if General Lraevitch has communi- 
cated a similar estimate of the situa- 
tion direct to^Emperor Nicholas it may 
account for his majesty's increased dis- 
position to listen to peace counsels 
and open negotiations before the Jap- 
anese establish themselves on Russian 
soil. With Manchuria entirely aban- 
doned to the Japanese and Vladivostok 
left as Russia's solitary sentinel on 
the Pacific, it- is realized that Russia 
will be practieally at Japan's mercy in 
the matter ot peace terms. 


At the general staff the view that 


General Linevitch may be compelled to 
abandon Harbin and retiie toward 
Lake Baikal, leaving Vladivostok to its 
fate, is regarded as almost unwarrant- 
ed by anything that is officially known 
there, it being pointed out that Field 
Marshal Oyama will have a long and 
laborious task to bring up an army of 
300,000 or 400.000 men. Meanwhile 
Russian reinforcements are arriving at 
Harbin at the rate of 1,200 men a day

Shenflan, Wyo, March 24. — Judge 


Scott of the district court, in refusing 
the petition of Colonel William P. 
Cody (Buffalo Ball) for a divorce, 
reviewed the evidence, saying: "The 
first 
cause 
of 
action

case is the charge of poisoning on Dec-. 
16, 1900, or some time prior thereto. 
The evidence wholly fails to support 
this issue, but shows the- defendant 
was trying to rescue the plaintiff Iram 
a state of intoxication and adminis- 
tered, not poison, but remedies which 
she deemed beneficial. His inability 
to speak on this occasion did not come 
from these remedies, but came from 
his excessive use of intoxicating liq- 
uors at the banquet board, and was aa 
humiliE*ing to the defendant ad to the 
plaintiff. The unhappiness caused by 
the action of the plaintiff is shown hy 
the letter of their daughter, Art» 
Thorpe, whose 
beautiful character 


shone out from her unhappy hoine and 
the words of her letter written Just bee 
fore her death: 'Oh, papa, why did he 
do it? My heart is broken over It." 
Moreover, the judge found that the 
charge of unbecoming actions on the 
part of the defendant toward the 
colonel's guests was not proved; that 
there was no evidence that she had 
even threatened her husband's life, and 
that when attending the funeral of her 
daughter Arta, at Kochester, N. T.,- in 
February, 1904, she offered a perma- 
nent reconciliation and no answer ever 
came to this. "She was an overindul- 
gent mother and wife, -who always, took 
p_ride in his success and alvfaja looj|;e<| 
forward to his homecoming and made 
great preparations to receive him," con- 
cluded Judge Scoft. -"In return for thl»' 
wifely devotion the plaintiff has -been 
cruel to her and heaped indignities 
upon her." 


An exception to the ruling "of 


court was noted by Judge H. S. Ridg- 
ley, attorney for Colonel Cody, and his 
request for CO days for filing a petition 
for a rehearing was granted.

Few people have an accurate con- 
cption of the vast amount of money 
required to operate the Newark public 
schools and yet it may be truthfully 
said that the schools are managed 
iconomically and honestly, the present 
joard of education and the officers in 
charge of the schools all being men 
of integrity, honor and ability. 


Newark last year set a pattern for 


the state by making, its school board 
non-partisan and by electing some of 
her best men Jo manage the 
public 


school affairs, half 
of them being 


Democrats, half Republicans. 


For the present 
year the 
school 


board has a levy of nine mills which 
produces the sum of $69,282, and from 
;he State common school 
fund 
the 


joard receives 
about 
$9,000 
the 


current year, out 
of which 
the 


expenses 
of 
conducting 
the 


schools 
are paid. 
The 
duplicate 


shows a valuation of $7,698,000 
in 


round numbers and under the new 
school law Boards of Education may 
make a levy not to exceed 12 mills. 
A year ago the levy was eight mills 
in Newark which was the limit under 
the old law but the rapid growth of 
the city and increase in the number 
of children of school age has made it 
necessary to erect more buildings, en- 
large others and employ more teach- 
ers all of whi<?h takes money. 


The school money is divided by the 


Board into four funds: Tuition fund 
out of which teachers are paid; Con- 
tingent fund for the payment of jan- 
itors, officers and incidental expenses, 
Building fund for the erection of new 
buildings or additions to buildings 
already in use and 'tourth, Sinking 
iund for the payment of bonds and 
interest on school bonds. 


For the current year the levy is di- 


vided as follows: Tuition fund 5 mills, 
Contingent 
fund 2 mills, 
Building 


fund 1 mill, Sinking fund 1 mill; total 
9 mills. 


It takes from $14,000 to $16,000 a 


year tor contingent expenses, includ- 
ing fuel, etc. Then between $6,000 
and $7,000 goes to pay bonds as they 
become due and interest on outstand- 
ing bonds. The balance goes to teach- 
ers, officers, janitors and general ex- 
pense of conducting the vast school 
system.
